NEW YORK, Aug. 17 (ANP) —The 
Africa committee of the Committee of 
Reference and Counsel called an open 
conference on Africa to be held in Hart- 
ford, Connecticut, October 30 to Novem- 
ber 1. The sessions of the conference 
will be held in the Kennedy School of 
Missions. 

Some of the problems to be consid- 
ered at this conference, which will be 
attended largely by representatives of 
mission boards having work on that 
continent will be: ‘Present Situation 
in Africa,” “Educational Objectives in 
Africa,” “The Education of Women and 
Girls,” “Cooperation for Africa and 
Africans,” as well as a consideration of 
problema in hygiene and public health, 
language and literature and ir the reach- 
ing of the people in large cities and min- 
ing centers of Africa.

Editorials 
A MUCH NEEDED CAMPAIGN 











Following is an article taken from 
the September issue of the Crisis Maga- 
zine under caption “Education.” 

“‘We have 1200 students in Northern 
colleges and graduated 200 in arts; from 
our college we sent out 592 graduates. 
We have risen annually. Gratifying as 
this record is, it is below far below our 
needs. If the Negro American is to keep 
abreast of this country intellectually he 
must graduate 3200 men and women 
from college each year intead of 800. 
This means redoubled, indeed quadrupled 
effort to send our sons and daughters to 
college.” 

It appears to me that there is no bet- 
ter field of real campaigning than that 
of enlisting our boys and girls in large 
numbers for college education. Hun- 
dreds of young men and women are rush- 
ing out into life without ample prepara- 
tion only to hamper and be hampered in 
the great event of our present civiliza- 
tion which makes such a rigid demand 
for specialists in every walk and profes- 
sion of life. I know of no greater field 
to set our forces to work than in the 
field of leading thousands of our youth 


into universities and colleges for prepar- | 


ation to serve. Mr. DuBois contends 
that we must graduate not 800, but 3200. 
I hold that even Mr. DuBois gives a very 
conservative estimate. We should grad- 
uate 8000 per year so as to raise the 
standard to a reasonable level of intellec- 
tual efficiency.
